and are probably fully understood only by those of the “inner 
circle" of Manson's acquaintances. 


It should be noted that[ ^ apparently functions 
as a type of "secretary" for Manso с ssages from 
him to other prisoners (such as end to 
other members of the Family. “Thus many of the phrases 

which ато repeated from letter to lotter aro repeated out of 
necessity and are not necessarily code-convoyingz phrases.
